They are to 
be pitied, but unfortunately their neglect 
of the brood chamber owing to foulbr 
makes them a menace to the commercial 
man, who knows that if he does mol 
keep his hives fre» from disease he will 
have a very poor crop at the end of th 
senson. 


During a recent visit of the Government 
apiary inspector, he called on all he could 
find in a town not 100 miles away from 
Hokitika, he snys-—''I found things in 
the town in a deplorable condition—foul 
brood rampant, In every ease it was fonnd 
necessary to serve notices to destroy enlo- 
nies, Your district should take every рге. 
caution to prevent importation of any bees 
from this locality.’ 


T used to be 4011 that the reason why 
these men got so little honey was that 
the bees were in the habit of visiting 
tive brewery, hence no work done. 

Now I can better understand that these 
men could not have kept their brood cham 
bers clean, as where any disense is present 
in a hive it means loss to the owne:

1f you see honey dark in colour at the 
bottom of n glass jar like No. 1 sugar, nt 
the top in n liquid state, this is not first 
grade honey, amd is dear at Gd, per lb., 
When you can get first grade in bulk for 
Фа, When this class of honey is sent ont 
as Westland honey, they think it has been 
extracted until it has been tasted. Honey 
should never he melted, as it destroys the 
favour, giving а burnt taste, and should 
any steam get into it, it is only a matter 
of time when fermentation sets in, 


Tn one state in America six inspoctors 
nre employed. In one season 6069 colonies 
were inspected, but of the number 239 
were treated by the inspectors and 48 
colonies were destroyed, being too far 
gone to treat. 


In Westland we get an odd visit from 
the inspector, but we neod n man stationed 
here who has time to instruct those who 
put their money into the industry, and 
nntil such time as we get instroction many 
men will be like the man who throws the 
reins on tho horses’ backs in driving his 
five-horse conch.

I for some time. however, realisal 
that it is only fair to give each honorary 
inspector a chance to have a rest for a 
term, and in consequence have recalled 
all certificates of appointment under the 
Apiaries Act, I have several reasons, the 
main one being to give those who wish to 
retire, but who are diffüdent or the sib 
ject, a legitimate opportunity of doing зо; 
another being the desire to replace those 
who, throngh Jack of time or other causes 
have been unable to do justice to their 
appointment 

The ‘IHonorary Tusvector’' system 
with some very notable exceptions, has in 
ihe past been о artially satisfactory, 
but nevertheless it is intended to give the 
system a further trial; and with this in 
view I should be plensed to receive appli- 
cations for appointment, which in the 
future will be for twelve months only. 
The Department will pay out-of-pocket 
expenses, and each successful app! 
will be supplied with a certiflente giving 
him powers of entry and examination,

By all means, if it сап be done. In addi 
n to the ‘Imperial Bee’! and other 
honey sold by storekeepers throughout the 
Dominion and the large quantities sold 
privately by beekeepers, place $0,000 1b 
of honey in the auction marts, and what 
woul! happen? Either the price of honey 
in New Zealand would drop by 50 per t 
or else half the honey would remain unsold 
enti! Doomsday. That is why, after push 
ing New Zealand sales to the utmost. wo 
export the surplus, and incidentally allow 
our friend Mr. Stewart (and doubtless 
others) to show their busincas sleight of 
hand, and put опе over the loyal bee 
keeper by rushing in for tenpence when 
the other chap is standing fast—win or 
lose—to the co-operative marketing prin 
ciple.
